An overall Increase In live­ 
stock premiums for exhibitors 
at the California State fair, 
Aug. 29 through Sept. 9, ,wa3 
announced today by Ned Cfrceti, 
chief of the bureau of exhibits.

Pointing to statistics recently 
released from Washington rank- 
Ing California first among the 
states In agricultural production, 
Green declared that every ef­ 
fort will be made this year 
to keep the Fair abreast with 
California's top ranking posi­ 
tion.

By unanimous approval of the 
State Fair board of directors, 
new classes In the dairy pro­ 
ducts exhibit have been Institut­ 
ed, as well as In beef cattle, 
dairy cattle, goats, sheep and 
swine.

A complete new structure of
( awards Is being set up by Green, 

who has been appointed* chief 
of the livestock division.

Suggested premiums indicate 
an average Increase of 30 per 
cdht. Classes from Columbia 
Sheep and Hereford hogs have 
been added to the 1946 premium 
list. The total In livestock prem­

iums will'be approximately $80, 
000.

The dairy products exhibit 
premiums havo been advanced 
20 per cent.

Increase In beef cattle prem 
lums will range from 80 to 100 
per cent, Green Indicated.

Additional premiums have 
been approved In both the reg­ 
ular classes and stakes In the 
Horse Show.

J. E. O'Nelll of Frcsno, a di­ 
rector and chairman of the live­ 
stock committee, announced 
many new innovations would be 
Instituted at the. Fair this year 
from an agricultural and live­ 
stock velwpoint, furthering the 
plan to make the 1946 Fair the 
biggest of all oh its 88th annl- 
 ersary.
